Masterpleces of Art That Are Lost
te the World,

The “Venus de Milo,” which has been
In the Louvre for mauy years lg, as all
the world knows, an Imperfect plece of
sculpture, though It Is the greatest
treasure of its kind the world has ever
seen. A great reward would be given
the man who could find the wmisslng
parts. About 1878 the most important
of them—the right arm—came to light
fn London and was proved by experts
to be genulne. The owner, however,
refused to part with It and concealed
it for fear it would be stolen. Unfor-
tunately he died without revealing Its
hiding place, so It is as much lost as
ever.

A bronze drinking cup which was
stolen from an Egyptlan temple In
1730 and brought to Eurape has mirac-
ulously disappeared. On it Is engraved
the whole history of the Pharaohs, aund
It could easlly be sold for 100,000, In
fact, the French government offered &
reward of $14,000 for its discovery, but
the famous cup has vanlshed, probably
forever.

Another treasure which has vanished
In as strange a way 18 the Marcella
vase of the Dresden collection. This
I8 the only plece missing from the fi-
mous Dresden Marcella collection, the
value of which Is sald to be $TH.000.

I would not go so far as to say that
such a state of feellng always contrib-
ptes to good stage lovemaking and to
realistic stage kissing, but 1 do know
that It I8 an axfomatie truth, recog-
nized by theatrical managers every-
where, not to engage playfolk lovers
to enact similar roles in & drama If It
is at all possible to get any one else.—

An Early Example of the Artlitie
Cultuare of the Anclents,

The underlying thought which has In-
gpired illumination from its very be
gluning Is more interesting even than
the gorgeous pages which pass beyoud
our power of appreciation and defy
our comprehension. To the anelenta
the rarest gems in all the world were
the gems of thouzht. The book was
the, tangible and vieible expression of
man's lntellect, worthy of the noblest
setting.  Its covers might be made of
tables of ledaten gold inlald with pre-
cious jewe's, its words might be writ-
ten In minlum of rare Dbrilllaney
brought from Indin or Spain or In
Byzantine luk made from pure orien-
tal gold upen parchment soft as velvet
made frow the skins of still born kids,
while upon the ample margins gould
be displayed miniatares and decora-
tions portraying the highest skill of the
great artigts of the day.

The earlirst example of (llumination
Is & papyrus in the Louvre In Paris,
which contzius paintings representing
funeral cervinonies executed In bright
colors, touched In Its bigh lights with
peuciled goid. Although we find fre-
